Morse Has a Chance. 

Hope of the friends of Charles W. 
Morse f jr the ice king’s release from 
prison biightentcl .Saturday when 
Judge Hough, in the United States 
Court, entered an order squashing the 
indictment auain.st F. Augnsus Heinze, 
based practically on the same allega- 
tions which resulted in Morse’s con- 
viction. 

.Martin W. Littleton, Morse’s -awyer, 
said Saturday that the decision may 
apply equally to the case of Motse and 
that if he could establish similar facts 
he would move that no valid indictment 
was found against his client. 

Heinz was indicted October 21, 1909, 
for vioaltion of the national banking 
law* In squashing the indictment 
Judge Hough said: 

“The common law is that a grand 
jury, while deliberaUng, shall listen to 
witneses who give testimony and to no 
one else, except the authorized law 
officers of the Commonwealth. When 
this indictment was under conndera- 
tion in the grand jury room, John P. 
Fernsler took part in the proceedings 
to the extent of asking some technical 
questions of other expert accountants, 
and throughout suggested the method 
of examining expert witnesss thought 
to be allierl with the defendant.’’ Mr. 
Fernsler is r.ii expert accountant, not 
a lawyer, and was not retained by the 
prt-seculion as counsel. 



SpoFiSmen Behind Measure. 

All the sportsmen of the State are 
said to be behind Senator Claude M. 
Thomas, who introduced a till in the 
Senate creating a State Game and 
Fish Commission and providing for a 
ii?id enforcement of the game laws. 
S.ii-ul'j the act become a law, both resi- 
dents and nonresidents of Kentucky 
will be forced to take out licenses to 
hunt in this State. The bill aloO 
makes provision for a State Game and 
Fish Warden, who will have a deputy 
in each county. 'The bill fixes heavy 
penalties for violations. The advocates 
of a more stringent law for the protec- 
tion of game and fish in Kentucky, de- 
clare that such a statute rigidly enforc- 
ed is ab.solutely necesasry to prevent 
game from becoming extinct.

A Blow to “Rectifiers.” 

A bill that if enacted into a law will 
deal a solar plexus blow to the manu- 
facturers of rectified whisky in Ken- 
tucky, is the measure introduced in the 
House by Representative Z. A. Clore, 
of the Oldham-Trimbie district. 'The 
proiwsed act raises tha State tax on 
rectified liquors from one and cne- 
fourth cents to ten cents a gallon.

Beckham for the express 
purpose of taxing rectified spirits,

Examinations lor Lawyers. 

Another House bill that is being 
commented on favorably is that intro- 
duced by L. B. Herrington, represen- 
tative from Madison county, and which 
places on a higher plane requirements 
nec#s.sary to a ctrlificate to practice 
law in Kentucky. The bill provides 
that the Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals shall frame the examination 
questions, and that the Governor shall 
appoint a commission cf four to con- 
duct examinations. Each applicant 
for a license to practice law in the 
State shall pay an entrance fee of $10, 
and this money, the bill provides, snail 
go into a fund from which the mem- 
bers of the commission shall be paid 
for their services in conducting ex- 
aminations. 



Taft Favors Two Dreadnoughts. 

At a conference with Chairman Foss 
of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, and Representative Roberts of 
Massachusetts, member of the commit- 
tee, President Taft announced that he 
favored a provision for two new battle- 
ships of the Dreadnought or “all big 
gun,” type in and forthcoming naval 
appropriation bill.

A settlement has finally been reach- 
ed regarding the Hankow-Se-Chuen 
railway loan of $30,000,0(K) it was re- 
ported in banking circles in New York, 
and the al'otmert of bonds will be 
announced in the near future.

So then and there while future 
deals were being pulled off during the 
State convention, it is said to have 
been arranged that Cantrill should go 
to Congress one terra with Bourbon’s 
support and the following term Can- 
trill was not to run, but was to throw 
his support to Claude Thomas. Can- 
ttili has had his term and the Thomas 
promise is a barrier which the astute 
Congressman is trying to get 
out of his way now, it is said. He has 
admitted, it is said, that this agree- 
ment stands in his way, but believes 
that Mr. Thomas can be indu^ied to 
forego pres.sing compliance with it ji st 
now. and permit Cantrill to go back 
for another term. _ The pathway was 
not made entirely clear when Cantrill 
was in Frankfort the other.day, how- 
ever, attending the Society of Equity 
meeting, and so he returneij-to Wash- 
ington without formally announcing.
